It is an inspiration to other communities to soo 
what the California Taxpayers' Association has done, 
and read of I lie results which the city of Hnltimore, 
Maryland, has secured at the hands of business men 
appointed hy the mayor to work out an efficiency and 
economy program.

These two examples prove that results can be se­ 
cured when politics is set aside and business principles 
adopted.
